Wednesday has been fixed as the day 
for the hearing in the water rate case 
I between the Borough of Gettysburg 
and the Gettysburg W ater Company 
(before Commissioner Jam es S. Benn, 
of the State 1’ublic Service Commis­ 
sion, it was announced in Harrisburg 
Saturday. 
M r. Benn will pass upon 
the compromise proposal made by the 
Council at a special meeting last Wed­ 
nesday in which the Borough agrees J 
to pay a minimum rate from April 1,1 
1020, to October I, 1921, amounting to > 
$1,$00. 
The W ater Company, according to 
the proposal is to take over all w ater I 
plugs on hand and those ordered pur­ 
chased and is to credit the Borough 
j$800 for them . The Borough is to in­ 
stall the plugs. 
The W ater Company 
{would be required on the other bane! to 
make extensions to the water lines to 
'give adequate fire protection. 
The dispute over rates began in tho 
spring 
of 1920 
when a general 
in­ 
crease in rates were put in effect by 
the company, including an increase of 
from $400 to approximately $1,200 for 
fire protection per year. The rates to 
individuals and the Borough v/as ap­ 
pealed to Public Service Commission. 
An adjustm ent was made to private 
consumers, but it was the opinion of 
the Commission that the dispute over 
(fire 
plug charges could 
be amicably 
settled.

DEATH ANI) HINGER COMMON 


Famine And Disease Stalk Russians 
Huddled In Samara Streets. 


(By Associated Press) 
Samara, Russia, Sept. 5— Hunger 
and death are virtually unnoticed in 
the neglected streets and alleys of 
Sam ara. 
Refugees from the famine 
district near this city estimated that 
from 43,000 to 60,000 huddled togeth­ 
er among deserted buildings and fac­ 
tories, in tattered tents and wagons 
massed in open spaces near the rail­ 
road stations and the docks along the 
Volga river. 
Hunger, typhus, chol­ 
era and exhaustion are carrying off 
thousands of these miserable fugi­ 
tives.

A commission of foresters and lum­ 
berman has lately 
been making an 
inspection of the timber resources of 
the country. A forester is a man who 
advocates the planting of trees, and 
the saving of cut-over areas from 
fire and spoiiation. 
A lumberman is, wr used to be, a 
man 
who cuts dow*n trees, lets the 
fire take its course, and moves his 
mill out of the stumps to some other 
section which he treats in like man­ 
ner. 
I learned from these men that the 
lumbermen and the foresters 
are 
joining forces, and planning to work 
toward a common end. 
The lion and 
the lamb are going to lie down to­ 
gether. 
The editor of a lumberman’s jour­ 
nal said to me: 
“We have come to recognize that 
the 
private 
ownership 
of 
tin d er 
lands lays upon the man who owns 
them 
an 
obligation 
not 
only to 
harvest the timber, but to perpetuate 
the growth of the tinnier.” 
Ile said more, and I liked to hear it. 
He talked like a preacher. 
So do all 
men when they are in earnest. 
I catch this same sate in Rotary 
clubs, 
in Lions clubs, 
in 
Klwanis 
clubs, in rhambcrw of Commerce. It 
Is a note that never sounded so clear 
in the business world before. 
It is 


the note that 
expresses 
the obliga­ 
tions that go with privilege. 
It i* 
the fine, strong recognition of tho 
principles that nobless oblige. 
There are other obligations than 
those which 
the law can 
compel. 
There are < I ations inherent in the 
spirit of not :lity. 
It is the recognition of that princi­ 
ple, as I 
gather, which 
has made 
the men 
who market 
lumber and 
the men who plead for the conserva­ 
tion of our forests not enemies but 
friends. 
They nn^st , have felt all 
along that the future of their work 
lay in a common plan, hut now* there 
appears a new recognition of the 
fact. 
I am wondering how long it is go­ 
ing to take us to relize that a like 
principle underlies all business.- I 
believe men recognize that today as 
they never did before. 
If I am right 
about this, then those men are woe­ 
fully mistaken who declare that the 
world is getting worse. 
On this Lal»or Day, I wonder how 
long it will take Labor and < apital 
to realize that in the long run their 
interests and common interests and 
that the welfare of the country is 
to be promoted, not bv the ruin of 
either at the hands of the other, hut 
bv the recognition of their common 
interests and their common obliga­ 
tions.
